Textile Demand Is Still Uncertain. 


New York, Aug. 4.—Bradstreet's says: 


Trade conditions still favor the buyer; 
general fall demand, though fair, in view 
of midsummer con-ddtions, is still below 
expectations an* below a year ago; bank 
clearings are at the lowest for two years 
past, and failures are slightly more 
numerous, though no marked tendencies 
are perceptible. On the other hand, 
gross railway earnings-hold the percent- 
age of .gain previously shown, and where 
prices are made low enough to satisfy 
buyers a heavy business is uncovered 
and readily booked, pointing1 to demand 
being- still present and awaiting disposal 
The industrial situation is a fairly en- 
couraging one, and wage-scale ar nge- 
ments, where mad'e, are on an eq 
tile 


basis, some important settlements await- 
ing events in iron and steel. The crop 
situation, as a. whole, is better, the out- 
look as to corn is for a 2,100.000,000 bush- 
els crop, spring wheat is turning out 
better in quality and quantity than ex- 
pected, a-nd there has been an unques- 
tionable improvement 
in. cotton crop 


conditions. The yield of apples will ba 
the largest for many years, and fruits 
generally are yielding- liberally and re- 
alizing good prices. 


The iron andi steel industry furnishes 


the most notable example of reduced 
prices, inducing a heavy business, amd, 
while the outlook is still a confused one, 
the volume of trade in finished material, 
notably bars and plates, is very large. 


Textile demand is Still uncertain, the 


future of prices not being clearly out- 
lined. 
Manufacturers are somewhat 


freer buyers of wool, though low prices 
hav« been necessary to clinch business. 
In cotton goods some irregularity is 
roted. The raw material is lower on 
fuller realizing that the crop outlook has 
improved and that high prices are a 
check to demand. 


The cereals are all lower this week, 


partly on better crop reports, partly on 
lower cables, but largely on the growth 
of "bearish feeling- after the late reaction. 
Pork products are, as a. rule, strongly 
held, and lard is higher on small visible 
supplies. Beef products are generally 
higher on army demand.

THE MAIL SHOOTO. 


[Wonderful Stories They Tell In the 


Btgr Skyscrapers. 


A graphic idea of the number of people 


housed'in a great modern office building 
and of the amount of business transacted 
in it might be gathered from -watching 
the mail shoot leading down from the 
upper floors to the mail box placed iu the 
hall of the building on the ground floor. 
Here for example is a great building 
with 1,000 rooms, of which there are now 
occupied about 800, the number of per- 
sona in the building, including tenants 
And their clerks and bookkeepers and 
stenographers and typewriters and other 
employees, numbering about 3,000. 


A town of 8,000 population would send 


•at daily a considerable amount of mail 
matter; the tall building has a population 
of 3,000, not made up as the town's popu- 
lation would be. of people of all ages, 
from children to old age, many of them 
not wrttgng letters, or writing infrequent- 
ly, but practically made up of adults 


( only, most of them having occasion to 
write many letters and all of them writ- 
ing more^or less. It is probable that the 
'mail matterTsent out dally by the people 
* assembled under this roof would equal if ' 
/ it did not exceed that sent from a city of ' 
' 25'fXK) people.

opening through which letters may bo 
dropped on every floor, has on the ground

There may be i 
Intervals of seconds when they do not 
come, b«t such Intervals, when they do 
occur, aj^ of but a few seconds duration 
and often they come in flurries, like great , 
eno-wf alls chasing one another thickly.

In Utah they have what they call a

grain, so that Mr. Grasshopper shall 
not find any room for the sole of his 
foot, and they keep this seesaw up un- 
til ho is starved out.

THE FATE OF THE MINISTERS 


Not much Imp^pvement is visible in 


the Chinese situation. 
The week has 


afforded little that is reassuring or that 
.points to ad early settlement of the 
difficulty. The clouds of war are no 
higher up, and there is not the promise 
'Of a •wind to lift them. 


The world is now pretty well assured 


j that the foreign ministers are alive 
is Pekin, but they are held there as 
hostages. Their liberation appears to 


J ben'o nearer and their live? do not seem 
'to be much safer than when there were 


• doubts as to their having escaped mas- 
•eaore. Through Li Hung Chang, anoth- 
er viceroy and another high official, the 
'Chinese government has, utnted, in fact 
Sn part asserted ,that no messages will 
be delivered to the ministers because 
of the advance of the allies towards 
Pekin arfd that the march on Pekin will 
,cause the official murder of the min- 
isters in retaliation. 


The powers have as «, «rst object the 


Deliverance o' their ministers and the 
.protection of their citizens in China. "It 
;is with no end__jn vie-w ~3t the deliver- 
(ance of tha ministers that the allies 


are determined to cut their way throuh 
Chinese hosts into China's 
capital. 


China is fully informed, regarding this 


(and still Insists in keeplnff the min- 
isters isolated, even in saying1 that a 
etep towards Pekin means the death oit 
\the ministers. In 
doing so China 


Is lo'oking beyond the time when 
the ministers shall be rescued or de- 
livered up to the representatives of 
(their governments. She knows she has 
'•committed monstrous crimes against 
'the nations and civilization and she is 
-attempting to force the powers to ex- 
acting mild penalties by holding1 the 
Reword over the heads of the defenseless 
ministers 
and 
calling 
to 
their 


.governments, "Bend to our will or 
we strike." Greater infamy is not at- 
tested to on the pages of the history of 
11000 years. "With a full knowledge of 
'the evil of It China persists in this 
terime against civilized government. 


The fate, then, of the minister is no 


inore certain today than it was weeks 
ago. 
The besieged 
legations have 


Ifought their assailants to a standstill 
and, either their own valor or the 
pressure of outside circumstances, has 
secured them an armistice. They do 
aot know how long they will be per- 
mitted to remain unmolested. Provis- 
ions are not plentiful, despite the im- 
perial assurance of presents of fruits. 
In some reports it is stated not more 
.than a week's food 1& left. The am- 
jijnunltlon Is practically gone; only 25 
rounds of that remains. So the lega- 
tions are In grave danger. They are 
HOW whollx at the mercy Of the Pekin 
•government. They are practically be- 
O'ond thepoint of protecting themselves 
.And We are n'ot sure but that a new 
and mnre threatening condition 'exists 
in the capital. Reports agree that the 
command of the imperial troops has 
atallen into the hands of the notorious 
lit Ping Hong, a meet compatriot for 
Prince Tuan and who is credited with 
the ordering of the Pao Ting Pu mas- 
sacre in which a band of American 
missionaries was killed. Since Li Ping 
Hong took command two members of 
the Chinese foreign office friendly to 
the ministers have been beheaded and 
a most bloody persecution of native 
Christiana has 
taken place 
outside 


Ptkln. Thousands of them have been 
massacred the latest advices declare. 
'All this has developed since It was 
proven the ministers »v-ere alive and it 
goes to encourage the belief that the 
(situation in Pekin has become one more 
.unfriendly to the legations. We are 
left to form the opinion, that the fate 
of the legations depends entirely upon 
what gems best to a government whose 
leading spirits would rather a thous- 
,/and times put them to indescribable 
torture than send them the smallest 


They may become sacrifices to 


hate, or they may be preserved as an 
offering to appease the wrath of the 
nations. 


The advance from Tien Tain to their 


relief may or may not have besrun. Re-

Japanese have suffered severely In a 
scouting 
expedition, 
which means, 


probably, that the advance will be 
stubbornly contested.

Unfortunately there does not 


seem to be aa equal unanimity amonjer 
the allied Commanders, and precious 
time ia being wasted. 


It is not conceivable that another 


week will pass without something de- 
cisive. The advance will be made and 
China will be put to tfie test. Upon the 
fate of the ministers depends the whole 
future. Their murdeV would justly in- 
cense the world almost to the point of 
wiping from the face of the earth the 
government that could be guily of It.

SAILORS AS SWIMMERS. 


'Why Jack Tar Drown* When He 


Falls Overboard. 


"In The Star recently," said a captain 


in the United States navy, "I saw a dis- 
patch which recounted the death by 
drowning of seven men in a single day 
in the waters surrounding New York, of 
whom two were sailors, one a petty offi- 
cer on a yacht. 


"To a landsman it appears strange 


that all sailors are not swimmers, but 
the converse of the proposition is more 
apt to be true, and men ashore, especial- 
ly those who lire near water, can usually 
swim. 


"Jack afloat does not take kindly to 


water, and, though he spends Ms life up- 
on it, he seldom gets in it, and when he 
does he is apt to go down. I explain the 
incongruity by advancing another one, 
which is, that th-sy do not have the oppor- 
tunity to learn, and they are, as a rule, 
disinclined to do so in any event. Throw 
a man overboard, and if he has not 
learned to swim he sinks. 
All of the 


lower animals swim naturally, from an 
elephant to a kitten or a puppy. Man 
has the same sustaining power, but the 
mental influence af the fear of death IB 
so overpowering that he flounders, bia 
mouth and lungs fill with water, and he 
sinks. 


"Deep water sailors, always on ship- 


board, cannot learn as a man may 
ashore. The latter learns when a boy or 
goes to the, beach or river and picks it up 
stroke by stroke, but there is initially a 
bottom upon which his feet may rest, 
No such opportunity is offered on board 
of ship with the fathomless ocean be- 
neath the keel. 


"In the United States and other navies 


swimming is a compulsory part of a sea- 
man's education. 
Our landsmen are 


trained by expert swimmers. They are 
placed iu slings ia the first lessons and 
dropped from the bobm into the ocean, 
where they are taught the stroke. Some 
of our jackies have no aptitude and at 
best make indifferent swim-iers, while 
others take to the water like 
icks. 


"Swimming ought to be made, were it 


possible, a part of the curriculum qg ev- 
ery school. If one can sustain himself 
even for a minute or two and make a 
dozen strokes to an unturned boat or a 
life line, it may mean preservation from a 
watery grave."—Washington Star.

THey Arc I'sed by Cxperta. 


If an Italian or a Spaniard happened 


to witness one of the many dngger epi- 
sodes of the British stage he would 
neither hiss nor hoot—he would iniile. 
For the stage dagger and the stage grip 
of it he would have nothing but con- 
tempt. 


If the reader would know the reason of 


the foreigner's mirth, let him grasp a 
stout office rule in the same conventional 
fashion as the stage villain does his 
equally stagy weapon and swing it in 
the overhand thrust beloved of the the- 
atrical stabber. 


He will find that he cannot hit once In 


a score of times a postage stamp stuck 
on the wall at the height of an imaginary 
victim's bosom. 
The swingipg arm is 


practically the radius of a circle, of 
which circle the blade forms a part. In- 
stead, therefore, of the point going un- 
erringly to its mark it moves in a curve, 
which almost invariably will throw it 
clear of the point aimed at. 


The expert's grip upon the dagger is a 


singular one, but It achieves its object. 
He only takes the handle of the weapon 
with his thumb and first three fingers; 
the fourth he folds into the palm of 
htnd. The folded "little finger," lying 
with its lowest section against the inside 
of the dagger handle, gives a slight out- 
ward thrust and corrects the tendency of 
the dagger point to swing in a curve. 
Held this way, the dagger will bit the 
postage stamp every time. 


But the stiletto, rather than the dag- 


ger, 
is the ideal weapon of the assassin. 


Few people know what the true stiletto 
is like, and fewer still how It is manipu- 
lated. In the first place, it has no hilt, 
only a wooden handle, resembling that of 
the common chisel, but without the brass 
band. 
The blade—if blade it can be 


called—is a slender, three cornered thing, 
except for the rough texture, very like a 
file. 


When the ill fated empress of AnatriA 


waa stabbed, the statement crept intt 
some newspapers that she had actually 
been wounded with a file. A stiletto, 
of course, was used, but It was probably 
quite unfamiliar to many of the news- 
paper correspondents. 


The stiletto handle is held in the palm, 


with the tbin blade pointing outward and 
upward. 
No force is needed; none in- 


deed could be exerted In such a position. 
But the single te.rrible "poke" In the liver 
or the stomnch is more than sufficient. It 
waa from such a wound that President 
Carnot died. The stiletto Is practically 
useless except ns the tool of the assassin 
and as such would be made an illegal ar- 
ticle, save iu museums and similar collec- 
tions. 


Only one form of cutting weapon ia 


properly held in the conventional stnse 
fashion, and that is the terrible Spanish 
knife, used bv the southern peasant for 
slicing his onions aud his enemies. But 
this is employed in slashing crosscut* 
and not, as a rule, in stabbing.—-London 
Moil.

NEW BATHING BOAT. 


Kovel Craft For WUHa» C. Wfcltney 
Equipped With Many Convenience*. 
William C. Whitney has something 


new in the way of bathing arrange- 
ments, sa/s the New York Tribune. 
They consist of a floating bathhouse 
or a bathing boat equipped with a 
deckhouse. A springboard can be set 
to port or starboard, forward or aft, 
and the divers can spring with ease 
into the water. The boat will be tow- 
ed from point to point, wherever Mr. 
Whitney* may choose to navigate, and 
be in attendance upon him and his 
friends. The new bathing boat will do 
away with the inconveniences of bath- 
ing from the decks of the yachts. 


The boat is schooner rigged, being 


fitted with two pole masts which rise 
through a long and commodious cabin. 
The sails are the only motive power 
of the boat. The craft is 50 feet In 
length, with a 20 foot beam, 3 feet 6 
Inches In depth and draws 16 Inches of 
water. 


The cabin ^extends from a point close 


to the bow aft to the stern, with a small 
foot passage running around it. It is 
seven feet In height and Is fitted up 
handsomely. 
The aft portion of the 


boat Is equipped with eight complete 
bathrooms, with a new device for 
shower baths.

Nature Sees to It Tbat Death. la 


Noar!y Always Painless. 


Death is nearly always painless. Man 


dies generally from the cessation of the 
heart's functioning, whatever the more 
remote cause may have been. The nerve 
cells may have ceased to act, the muscles 
may have been worn out or the heart 
may have been directly attacked by 
acute or chronic disease. But in any case 
want of oxygen is the determining factor 
except in the case of poisoning with prus- 
sic acid, in which case the whole body is 
dead before the heart ceases to beat. 


In every other case the cessation of the 


heart's action comes first, the general 
death of the body afterward. 
Before 


the heart ceases to function conscious- 
ness ceases. Even in the most awful 
death known, death by burning, mortal- 
ity is rendered painless at an early stage 
by suffocation. 
It is the first moment 


of experience of the heat that is so ter- 
rible. We think in imagination that we 
could never endure it and wonder how 
martyrs faced it with such calm. 


But, apart from their state of spiritual 


ecstasy, their sufferings were soon mer- 
cifully ended by nature herself, which 
appears to set very real limits to physical 
torture. Thus Livingstone when seized 
by a lion tells us that he felt little pain 
or apprehension, while Dr. Alfred Bussel 
Wallace asserts that the seeming trage- 
dies of animate nature, such as the killing 
of birds by beasts of prey, are not at all 
EO awful as they appear in our imagina- 
tion. 


We see with painful vividness the out- 


ward fact, but we do not see the merciful 
anodyne furnished bv nature. So is it at 
a deathbed. The observers see the clam- 
my brow, the gasping for breath, the rig- 
or mortis, sometimes the contorted fea- 
tures—all painful to behold. But, with' 
perhaps the exception of the difficult res- 
piration, the dying man knows nothing of 
this, and before he has actually expired 
nature has given him n relief which the 
dearest friend or most skillful physician 
could not have imparted. There are also 
forms of death in which long before death 
arrives the "will to live" has ceased, the 
patient resigns himself, and life gradually 
sinks to a vanishing point. Thus death 
is physically and psychologically painless. 
—Spectator. 


AUTHOR OF THE PSALMS. 


Cipher Tbat Proves It Was None Ott- 


er Than Shakespeare. 


Though Ignatius Donnelly, through the 


wonderful discovery of the Bacon cipher, 
may have proved to his own satisfaction 
that Shakespeare did not write the plays 
credited to him for three centuries, he has 
not robbed the bard of Avon of literary 
honor, for another cipher proves just as 
conclusively that Shakespeare wrote the 
psalms. 
Of course this is a joke, but 


there is as much evidence to support it 
as there is to support Donnelly's theory. 


In Shakespeare's name lies the key to 


this wonderful cryptogram. As Mr. Don- 
nelly says, the spelling "Shakespeare" 
was the poet's nom de plume, while 
"Shakespere" was his name, an evident 
change from "Shakespear." In each of 
the two spellings last given are ten let- 
ters—four vowels and six consonants. 
Combine these two figures, and we have 
the number 4fi, ihe key to the mystery. 


Turning to the forty-sixth psalm in the 


revised version, it is found that the psalm 
is divided into three portions, each one 
ending with "selah." 
Remember the 


number—40. 


Counting 46 words from the beginning 


of the psalm, one reads the word "shake" 
in the first portion, and counting 46 words 
from the end of the psalm one reaches 
the word "spear." 
There is "Shake- 


spear" as plainly as letters can make it. 


Now turn to the middle portion of the 


psalm and apply the rule of averages. 
To get this average one goes to the mid- 
dle verse, which is the sixth, as it has 
five verses on each side of. it. 
Observe 


the significant C, the last figure of our 
key number. Now, 6 in Roman letters 
is "VI," and so one looks for a word in 
the verse that has the letters v and i in 
it. There is only one—"voice." 


What can be plainer than that it is 


Shakespeare's voice speaking to us from 
the psalms?—New York Herald.

Knocked Out of Kelter by Bore* 
Uprising — Six Hundred TfcouHand 
Dollar*' Worth of o Root Few 
American* Ever Beard of Seat Oat

"I noticed not long ago a dispatch In ' 


the newspapers from Corbin, Ky.," i 
said a Kentucklan of pretty general In- 
formation to a New York Sun man, "to 
the effect that the Chinese disturb- 
ances had Interfered so seriously with 
the business of shipping ginseng that ' 
the 'sang' diggers of that part of the j 
state hud about lost their occupation. I 
Possibly you do not know It, but I can | 
tell you that China uses onr entire j 
product of ginseng, and, while you 
i 


may never have given the subject any | 
thought, the fact remains that for more | 
than 100 years we have been shipping : 
ginseng to the Chinese and that the 
Celestials in that time have consumed 
In the 
neighborhood of $25,000,000 


worth of a root that the majority of 
Americans never saw and a good many 
never heard of. Since 1820 we have 
never shipped less than 46,000 pounds 
yearly, and shipments have reached as 
high 
as 
753,000 
pounds annually. 


These large shipments, however, oc- 
curred In the earlier history of the 
trade and before the supply began to 
diminish. 
Values have changed ac- 


cordingly also, and the 753,717 pounds 
shipped in 1822 represents a value of 
$313,943 as against a value of $840,000 
for 179,000 pounds shipped In 1897. 
Shipments for 1898 amounted to about 
175,000 pounds, valued at §500,000, and 
for 1899 125,000 pounds, worth, say, 
§600,000, showing a continual decrease 
In quantity and Increase In price. The 
Chinese disturbances, however, have 
knocked the trade all out of kelter, and 
las the demand for ginseng haa ceased 
dealers are not buying, and the 'sang' 
digger Is out of a job. Such a condi- 
tion has never before occurred In the 
ginseng trade, and as it cannot con- 
tinue the wise dealer will buy up the 
roots at the present low price and real- 
ize on them later. 


"More or less mystery has always at- 


tached to the use of ginseng by the 
Chinese, and, while some persons as- 
sert that It is a tonic of rare powers, 
the general belief is that its use Is in- 
fluenced rather by superstition than by, 
science. Ginseng is supposed to be a 
corruption of the Chinese word 'Jen- 
shen,' which means manwort, the root 
of the plant much resembling the figure 
of a humajj-Jjeing. The more nearly it 
resembles tlie human form the more 
powerful it Is considered to be, and 
when of extra good quality the China- 
man will balance the scales with gold 
for his 'sang.' Physicians and chem- 
ists In the. United States have made a 
study of ginseng from a therapeutic 
standpoint, and they have concluded 
that about the only virtue the root haa 
is the high price it will bring among 
the heathen Chinese, the figures rang- 
ing ordinarily from §8 to $25 a pound, 
the same being worth hi the United | 
States from $1.75 to $8.50 a pound, dry. 
Green 'sang'—that is, the fresh roots— , 
are worth only about 40 or 50 cents a I 
pound to the digger, and they are not 
often sold in that shape. 


"Ginseng prevails all along the east- 


ern sections of the United States and 
Canada, but it is found now only iii 
the remoter parts, as the root needs a 
sandy soil in the deep woods. 
Ken- 


tucky and Tennessee furnish largo 
quantities, though i>f an inferior grade, 
and I fancy that the typical 'sang' dig- 
ger does not exist elsewhere as he does 
In these states and in West Virginia 
and North Carolina. Here he is at his 
best, and when he can scratch around 
all day in the cool shadows of the pri- 
meval forests and get §1 for the 'sang* 
he digs he is perfectly content. During 
the civil war the ginseng trade was 
disturbed by reason of the mountain- 
eers going off to fight, and for four 
years the roots were left to grow in 
the fastnesses of the hills. That made 
a fine crop for the returned soldier. 


"Some efforts have been made In va- 


rious localities to cultivate ginseng, 
but so many difficulties are encounter- 
ed that not a great deal has been done. 
Kentucky has several fairly successful 
ginseng farmers, and Professor Gar- 
man of the Kentucky agricultural ex- 
periment station at Lexington haa 
written a bulletin on the nature and 
culture of ginseng which is an inter- 
esting and valuable work. 
Kentucky 


has no laws protecting the ginseng 
farmer, but West Virginia has, and 
there is also such a law In Canada, 
where 'sang' has been produced since 
1716. 
There is not a state east of the 


Mississippi river in which some gin- 
seng Is not produced, but the bulk of it 
comes from the less settled or moun- 
tainous states. China raises a lot of 
her own 'sang,' and some comes from 
Japan and Russia, the Japanese using 
a considerable quantity themselves, 
but as far as statistics show the bulk 
of the 'sang1 used in the orient comes 
from North America.

John Chinaman must have his ginseng,; 
and we've got It to spare for the next 
few years anyway."

Brother of Rav. W. L. Tenney to Act 


as Guide 


frno time ago the dispatch waa 


pal. 
..cd that President Tenney of the 


Impci lal 
university of Tienl Tsin, 


brother o£ Rev. W. L. Tenney of this 
city, had escaped from the city with 
his family and was to return to this 
country. From yesterday's dispatches 
it is evident that he has returned to the 
city. The cable mcss'ise says that he 
has volunteered t-j guide the army of 
the allied P'JWC-S to Pekin. There is 
much dissaUclAction in Tien Tsin! at 
the delay of the powers1 in moving, and 
President Tenney is cabled as having 
said last week' Wednesday: 


"This business is not progressing in 


accordance with Anglo-Saxon tradi- 
tions. Twenty thousand soldiers are 
staying here, while women and children 
of their own race are starviate and 
awaiting massacre 80 miles away. 
Military and naval officess meanwhile 
wasting time in bickering over petty 
politics is a sorry spectacle. It will be 
a dark blot on the reputation of every 
commanding officer here if the White 
people in Pekifil are allowed to perish 
without a desperate effort 
to save 


them." 


President Tenney and many others 


who are acquainted with the conditions 
think that there were sufficient troops 
here t'o push forward and pursue the 
Chinlsse after the fall of the native city 
of Tien Tsin. That the position of the 
legation demanded that the army take 
extraordinary risks by scouring the 
surrounding country and c'ommandeer- 
ing animals and wagons, and that 
boats sufficient for purposes of trans- 
portation might be im^ovised, is the 
prevailing 'opinion of civilians, and 
many officers, notably Japanese and 
American^, confirm this- view. 


The comment is made that European 


officers are too attached to bo'ok theo- 
ries to utilize the resources 
of 
the 


country, and that they would rather 
stay in Tien-Tsin, according to rules, 
than start for Pekin, without a per- 
fect equipment.

DEATH OF EDWABD E, POOfl 


Prominent New York Businees Man 


Who was Well Known Here 


Word has been, received here of the 


death in Liverpool last Sunday of Ed- 
ward E. Poor, whoee son, E. E. Poor. 
Jr., IB the husband of the former Miss 
Susie Grimes of this dty, granddaugh- 
ter qf the lato SyK'ander Johnson. 
Mr. Poo* was at one time a member 
of the New York commission house of 
Denny, Poor & Co., with wh<*n con- 
siderable local business wa» done, and 
was well known here. The New York 
Journal of Commerce of Tuesday had 
the following' on his life, which will 
be of much local Interest: 


The business community learned with 


deep regret yesterday of the death of 
Mr. E. E. Pooir, Sr. Mr. Poor had been 
in r>oor health since a severe illness 
early in 1897, and went abroad hoping 
to g-aln improvement. He became worse 
on his arrival in Liverpool and passed 
away on Sunday. His wife and Mr. 
E. E. Poor, Jr., and family were with 
him at the time of his death. They 
return on the Teutonic, sailing tomor- 
row with the remains, and the funeral 
will be held after the arrival of that 
steamer. 


Mr. Poor was born in Bostor^Mass., 


February 5, 1837. He was descended 
from John Poor, of Wiltshire, England, 
who settled at Newbury, Mass., in 1635. 
He entered the public schools in Bos- 
ton, and after graduating in 1851 was 
employed in the dry goods commission 
house of Read, Chadwlck & Doxter, re- 
maining with that 
concern through 


several changes in the firm's title until 
1864, when he removed to New York 
and began business on his own account. 
His success was quick and r>ronounce<] 
and in 1865 he consolidated with Denny 
& Jones, as Denny, Jones & Poor. In 
1869 the firm became Denny, Poor & 
Co., ando continued as such until 1898. 
when Mr. Poor retired and the business 
was conducted by Poor Bros., agents. 


Mr. Poor was one of the originators 


of the Dry Goods bank and a director 
until its voluntary liquidation. He was 
elected a director of the National Park 
bank in 1888, made a vice president in 
1893 and president in 1895. He held that 
office up to May of the present year, 
when owing to the condition of his 
health he resigned. 


Mr. Poor marled Miss Mary Weilins- 


ton, daughter of Washington J. Lane, 
of West Cambridge, Mass. 
Of this 


union there are seven children, all of 
whom survive: Edward E. Poor, Jr., 
and James Harper Poor (partners in 
Poor Bros., agents). Dr. Charles Lane 
Poor, professor of astronomy, Johns 
Hopkins university, Frank Ballou Poor, 
a banker, Horace F.^Pour, Helen, wife 
of William C. Thomas of South Caro- 
lina, and Emily Clark, wife of W. S. 


. 


I.Ir. Poor had been a member of the 


chamber of cornmercfe'for 28 yea-re and 
wasre. member also of the Union league, 
Manhattan and Merchants' clubs and 
a life member of the New England so- 
ciety. Amotig- the numerous corpora- 
tions of which he was a director were 
the AmericHa Surety company, the 
Audit company of New York, the Con- 
solidated ooal company, the Denver 
Union water company, the Mount Mor- 
ris bank, the Plaza bank and the State 
trust company. 


The above review conveys but a 


slight idea at the place held by Mr. 
Poor in the commercial and financial 
community in t£e city. It reveals his 
great activity and commanding- mental 
powers, securing pre-eminent success 
as merchant and banker but beyond 
these there was a personality, 
the 


charm of which neither business cares 
when in active work nor trying- months 
of ai'okness later could in the least im- 
pair. Witlc that charm of manner there 
were coupled an unusually keen insight 
into affairs and Judgment of men—a 
decision of cha-racter and a rectitude 
of purpose in rare combination. 
The 


expressions of regret at his demise and 
of sympathy with his bereaved family 
heard today were eloquent testiiriony 
to the estimation in which Mr. Poor 
was held both as business associate and 
as a personal friend.
